Constitution, at sea, February 8th, 1 
Off Cape Finisteere, (Spain.) 
I have but a few moments, my dear 
. friend, to tell you of my best health, and 
as good spirits, as this news of peace al- 
lows me, wich we received by the brig 
that ccnveys this to the United States, 
and who left England 9 days apo. We 
have been quite unlucky in meeting with 
the enemy, having only made one prize 
of inconsiderable value since leaving 
home. Our prospects are now very 
bright; we spoke a Dutch ship this 
morningj who gave us tlie agrecable in- 
telligence, that she fell in witha British 
frigate yesterday, on this cruising ground 
and we are all elated with the hope of 
falling in with her to-morrow or next day. 
I observe the terms of the treaty, as they 
‘appear in the English papers, are very 
favorable to us ; but you know we may 
be quite ignorant ofthe matter, as the 
law allows the legality of all captures 
malc even until 36 days after the ratifi- 
cation. I have not, thank God, ever 
scen so healthy a ship; we have been 
out 54 days with not morc than 8 or 10 

sick, and not an instance of death.
